This time he has 
maneuvered even more clumsily than in the past and has placed himself 
in a most difficult situation. I have the inpresslon that, at best, 
he will only be able to get out of it by taking a sick leave. 

"That will automatically solve also the problem of the "Military

P.P. (General Puiu 
PETRESCU) was infonned by V.V. (Vivl VI50IAKU) of this situation and was 
given notice that any activity of his which would not be based on a 
decision of the Committee would be considered as an imposture."
